not been met by these maps. We must still turn to such products as Gaebler's Schulwandkarte von 
Nord Amerika, 1:4,500,000, physical edition, published by Georg Lang, Leipzig (probably the best 
physical wall map of North America because of its large scale and its efficient method of representa- 
tion), or the physical wall map of Canada (Philip's Comparative Series), 1:3,000,000, published by 
George Philip & Son, London, or Diercke's physical wall map of the United States and Mexico, 
1:3,000,000, published by George Westermann, Braunschweig, if we wish to make use of the best 
material available for teaching purposes. 

The other maps of this series include the other continents, except Australia, and a map of the 
world on Mercator's projection. The above remarks are equally applicable to them. 
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
